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THE MONETARY PANIC. 
Tue City will not soon forget Friday, May 11, 1866—“ Black 
Friday,” it has been designated with great propriety, On that 
day the monetary unsettledness of some weeks past, which the 
day before had risen to a gale, culminated in a tornado, the 
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memory of the living, and which, if it had continued four-and- 
twenty hours longer, seemed likely to involve in disaster and 
wreck all the money establishments of the country. Happily, 
and, let us add, owing in great measure to the moral courage 


| and promptitude of the Government, the fury of the commotion 


frightful force of which was far beyond all precedent within | was as shortlived as it was violent, and before Saturday was 
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gone the panic may be said to have subsided ; and credit, which 
had been suddenly prostrated by the irresistible force of the 
hurricane, albeit trembling and bewildered, stood erect once 
more, 

From time to time, for two or three months past, there have 
appeared phenomena in the money market which were inter- 
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preted by some as prognostications of an approaching convulsion. 
They did not, it is true, show themselves in the usual order of 
succession, They were somewhat fitful in their occurrence, 
and rather indicated an abnormal state of things than pointed 
with consentaneous precision towards what was about to 
happen, The feel of the atmosphere, if we may be allowed the 
expression, created uneasiness occasionally amounting to 
anxiety. Stil], general as may have been that undefinable sort 
of apprehension which so often foreruns a storm, nobody, it is 
probable, entered upon last week with the least idea of ‘the 
proximity and irresistibleness of the outburst he was destined 
to witness before its conclusion. No gloomy imagination pre- 
figured anything which came near the actual event in destrac- 
tive power. Its suddenness, its sweep, its terrific force, startled 
the stoutest hearted into dismay, Sensible men, men of cool 
reason and strong nerve, grew pallid at the prospect before 
them ; for at midday, on Friday, it seemed as if the whole 
commercial and monetary system of the country would pre- 
sently collapse. 

The disturbed condition of the money market excited no terror 
until Thureday afternoon, It was then axfnounced that the great 
discounting house of Overend, Gurney, and Co, (Limited), had 
been compelled to suspend payment, The business, which was 
the largest of the kind in the City, and for the goodwill of 
which half a million sterling had been paid, had less than 
twelve months ago been transferred from the old firm to a 
limited liability company, who had since then reaped 
such an extent of loss sown for them by their pre- 
decessors, and had sustained such a singular concurrence 
of disasters, that speculative shareholders in the concern 
took alarm and began to sell out, Shares naturally fell to a 
discount, and depositors, in turn, became nervous and appre- 
hensive, A persistent and exhaustive drain of the resources of 
tLe establishment forced the managing directors to seck assist- 
ance from the Bank of England, which, stringently applying 
its own rule not to rediscount for discount honses, declined 
compliance with their solicitation. There was no time for em- 
ploying any other expedient, and the company, with liabilities 
exceeding 210,000,000, of which £3,500,000 is covered by no 
security, had no option but to stop payment, The excitement 
caused by the announcement of this stupendous failure was 
intense, and the red sky of Thursday evening betokened a 
tempestuous morrow, 

The morrow dawned upon three or four monetary disasters 
of appalling magnitude, The first siga of the distress, destined 
to increase hour by hour, was the raising of their rate of dis- 
count from 8 per cent to 9 per cent by the Bank of England, If 
such a bark, it was asked, is compelled to ride understorm sails, 
what is likely to be the fate of weaker craft? The reply, given 
by facts, came almost instantly, The English Joint-Stock 
Bank, with its thirty-one provincial branches, deemed it expe- 
dient to close its doors for the present. This was but a com- 
paratively small affair—a mere prelude of what was to 
follow. The next announcement was the stoppage of 
Messrs, Peto and Betts, the great contractors, whose liabilities 
were estimated at about £4,000,000. Two of the finance 
companies presently gave way—the Imperial Mercantile 
Credit Association, with a nominal capital of £5,000,000, and 
the Consolidated Discount Company, with a capital of 
£1,000,000, As information of the rapidly-extending rain 
#pread abroad, a complete panic seized the commercial world in 
London, Lombard-street was besieged by crowds of struggling 
and half-frantic creditors, and the heads of houses in Lombard- 
street fled for aid to the Bank of England. Upwards of 
£4,000,000 was distributed at 9, and in special cases at 10, per 
ceut discount amongst the private and joint-stock banks and other 
establishments able to offer unexceptionable security ; and the 
Bank reserve, which in the morning stood at nearly six millions, 
was reduced to three before the close of business hours, The 
fury of the storm increased as the day wore on, and threatened 
to submerge everything exposed to its force. Solvent and 
insolvent firms were alike imperilled ; and it became difficult, 
and in many instances impossible, to purchase safety at any 
sacrifice, The first mitigation of the prevailing terror was pro- 
duced by an incorrect rumour that the Bank Charter Act had 
been suspended, on the responsibility of the Government, Then, 
even the despondent saw a break in the clouds, and the sun 
went down amid signs that the worst had already been 
encountered and that the next day might be a brighter one, 

Fortunately, what was but an incorrect rumour at five o'clock 
on Friday afternoon had become before Saturday morning an 
indisputable fact ; but the panic which was born of one fancy 
bad been strangled by another. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer stated in his place in the House of Commons at an 
early part of the sitting that there was no truth in the state- 
ment that her Majesty’s Government had authorised any step 
to be taken at variance with the provisions of the Act of 1844, 
At a much later hour, however, having in the interval received 
a deputation from the joint-stock bankers of London, who cor- 
roborated the statements and enforced the request which Mr. 
Gladstone had previously received from the private bankers, he 
admitted that the state of things in the City and of the public 
feeling excited thereby called for the intervention of Govern- 
ment, Jointly with the First Lord of the Treasury, therefore, 
he had addressed to the Governor and Deputy Governor of the 
Bank of England a letter substantially the same as was 
addressed to those officers in 1847 and 1857, In other words, 
those potentates of the monetary world were recommended by 
the Queen's Ministers, to the unspeakable relief of every 
banking and commercial establishment in the kingdom, if it 
shoukl be found necessary to the restoration of confidence, to 
issue bank-notes beyond the limits fixed by law ; and were pro- 
mised, in cage they should do so, a Ministerial application to 
Parliament for its sanction. It is not likely that any infrac- 
tion of the statnte will be needed, the mere liberty of the Bank 











of England to disregard its restrictive provisions having sufficed 
to dispel further apprehension, 

In truth, the panic ceased almost as suddenly as it had 
sprung up, It was asingle day of wild, ungovernable terror. 
Before the country could thoroughly realise the danger, it had 
passed, Men look back upon it and shudder at the thought of 
what it might have been, at what it must have been if the 
barriers of law had not been temporarily removed by the hands 
of the Executive, And, of course, retrospection is followed 
by discussion as to howthe phenomenon may be best accounted 
for, and how a recurrence of it may be best avoided, Intosuch 
discussion we are not about to drag our readers, Noting only 
as significant characteristics of the severest monetary crisis 
which has yet occurred that it was entirely limited to Eng- 
land, and that it happened at atime when, on the admission 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, there was no general un- 
soundness in the condition of our commercial relations, we 
content ourselves with sketching in barest outline the course of 
events, and with adding our voice to the universal utterance 
of thankfulness that the calamity is overpast, and that the ruin 
it caused was so much less extensive than was feared, 
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FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, May 17. 

Paris is gradually getting filled again with strangers, who, like the 
swallows, have made their appearance amongst usa few weeks too 
early ; for up to the present time the weather here has been wet 
and cold and windy, and far more like the closing days of autumn 
than of that balmy, vernal springtime about which the poets are so 
enthusiastic, and which, in years gone by, we were accustomed to look 
for ere the latter end of the month of May. 

The Court news is of no great moment this week. The Emperor and 
Empress have visited the Exhibition of Modern Paintings, &c., in the 
Palais de )'Industrie ; and, accompanied by the Prince Imperial, they 
went to the Théitre de la Gaité, on Saturday last, when some allusion 
in the play performed to the glory and greatness of France brought 
down a torrent of shouts of “ Vive l’Empereur!” apparently much to 
the gratification of the occupants of the Imperial box. On the mornin 
of the same day the Empress, in pursuance of the plan she has formed 
for personally investigating the condition of the various charitable 
institutions of the capital, paid a visit to the Hospital of the Quinze- 
Vingts, or Asylum for the Blind, an ancient and well-known charity, 
of which Cardiual Prince de Rohan, of diamond-necklace notoriety, 
was at one time treasurer. 

The Prince of Orange has been dining at the Tuileries and with the 
British Ambassador, and on Monday last he was present at the 
Empress’s private ball, where, however, he does not appear to have 
danced. On Tuesday he left Paris for Brussels. The young Prince 
of Denmark still continues with us. 

Prince Napoleon arrived at the Palais Royal from Italy on Tuesday 
morning. is Italian mission, the secret of which was cleverly kept, 
is rapidly bearing fruit. The Prince is to return to the presidency of 
the Imperial Commission for the Exhibition of 1867 forthwith, a piece 
of news at which no one is surprised, 

The second volume of the ‘Reapenr’s “ History of Owsar” did not 
make its appearance in Paris until Saturday last, several days after 
the —— in London of the English translation. 

The Palace of Fontaineblean is being prepared for the Court, which 
is about to take up its residence there during a portion of the ensuing 
summer months. 

Marshal Almonte, the well-known intriguing Mexican General, 
now Ambassador from the Emperor Maximilian to the Court of the 
Tuileries, has recently arrived in Paris. Another restless General—‘o 
wit, Prim, Count de Reus—has also just made his appearance amongst 
us. Prince Adalbert of Prussia has likew ise arrived here, and installed 
himself at the Grand Hotel. 

A second warning has been given to the Courier du Dimanche for 
an article by its clever contributor M. Prevost Paradol, one of the 
latest elected of the academic forty, whose after reception by the 
Emperor and the curious conversation which ensued thereupon I 
chronicled at the time. The “avertissement” sets forth that the 
warning is given “for calumniating the intentions of the Emperor's 
Government by falsely accusing it of inciting a European war as a 
means of exercising repression at home.” In this article M. Prevost 
Paradol, following his usual practice, has attacked the French Govern- 
ment in the most skilful manner while appearing to be aiming his 
blows.at Count Bismarck ; but the inference suggested is so obvious 
that it Gould hardly escape the perception of the dullest reader, Two 
other journals have received warnings during the present week, and four 
editors of Paris papers have been fined 1000 francs each for publishing 
a précis of the explanatory speech of M. Rouher without waiting for 
the official report of the proceedings in the Corps Législatif. 

The French Derby was run for at Chantilly on Sunday last, a 
showery, bleak, cold day, which was not without its effect on the 
number of visitors attending. Many of the sporting fraternity had, 
moreover, started for England, to be present at the opening of the 
Epsom meeting. To the surprise of the knowing ones, Count 
Legrange’s horeé, Auguste, a big-boned animal, ridden, too, by 
Grimshaw, not only did not win, but was, in fact, nowhere. The 
contest was between Florentin and Baionette, second and third 
favourites, the former proving the winner, after a sharp tussle, by half 
alength. M. Delamarre is the owner of the winning horse, which was 
ridden by C. Pratt. The betting at starting was 5 to 2 against 
Auguste, 5 to 1 against Florentin, and 7 to 1 against Baionette.

AUSTRIA, PRUSSIA, AND ITALY, 

The news from Germany and Italy is as warlike as ever, Columns of 
telegraphic despatches appear daily in the journals, which, without 
iving any definite intelligence, serve to show that war is imminent ; 
or what credence can be given to the protestations of a desire for 
peace from Powers which are arming to the teeth? Somewhere, at 
any rate, there must be a desire for fighting. All these vast pre- 
parations are not intended solely for defence. Besides, in the t 
state of things, there is the additional ground for fear of some 
untoward accident precipitating war against even the desire of the 
principals, An accidental pistol shot may awake the roar of cannon 
throughout Europe. There is no confirmation of the re that 
Prussia and Italy have formed an alliance ; but, though no ent 











may have been signed, it is certain that a good understanding exists 
between these two Powers, 

It is stated that there is a plan for recruiting the treasury at 
Vienna by cecularising the Church property of the empire, which is 
estimated to amount to 367,000,000 florins. The most aang | of the 
religious foundations are those of Schotte, Klosternenburger, Heiliger, 
Krenzer, and Milker, in Lower Austria. In Venetia, Austria is 
making every preparation to resist the attacks which appear inevitable, 
In France there are stil] hopes that an amicable arrangement will be 
made by the giving up of Venetia. It is said that Italy has announced 
that she will take part in a congress provided the cession of Venetia 
be made the basis of negotiations, and conferences of Ministers are

King of Prussia held a military conference on Thursday 
morning with the Minister of War and the following Generals, 
Moltke, Wasserschleben, Hindersin, Alvensleben, and Treskow. 
A Russian General, Prince Wittgenstein, was received by the 
King on Saturday, after which he had a long interview with 
Count von Bismarck. It is said that France, England, and Russia 
have been continually busy in making efforts to preserve peace, A 
letter from Berlin, dated Sunday, says :—“ Yesterday evening, as the 
King was leaving the Opera House, a fusee exploded in the square in 
front. No one was hurt; but, as the re was very loud, a crowd 
assembled and some excitement prevailed. Ina quarter of an hour 
everything was again quiet. The day before yesterday, at Hanover, a 
mung gentleman was arrested, having a loaded revolver fastened 
armen his shoulders, under his shirt. He came from Altona, and 
had taken a ticket to Berlin. It seems suspicion had been awakened 
at the former place, and a telegram sent to the Hanover poiice.” 

Every little dominion in Germany is putting its army on a war 
‘ooting. Most of the States, it is believed, incline to Austria. 

In Italy the popular war enthusiasm continues, At Naples it is 
raging. The scene of Prince Humbert leaving that city to take the 
command of the first division of the — of operation in the event of 
war was an ovation. From the palace throughout the whole line of 
route there was an enormous crowd, whose enthusiasm knew no bounds; 
the windows were crowded with spectators, and flags waved from every 
point. Those who followed and preceded the Prince were too much 
en masse to be called a procession ; they may be put down as thousands, 
and you may imagine how the air was rent with shouts of “ Viva 
“ Vittorio Emmanuele!” “ Viva Garibaldi |” “ Viva Italia! Viva la 
Guerra!” The shout which drowned almost all the others, however, 
was “Viva Garibaldi!” One of the most striking featnures in the 
Cemonstration was a party of priests bearing the tricoloured flag with 
the cross of Savoy for its device, 

Garibaldi (says a Florence despatch of Monday) has accepted the 
command of the volunteers, declaring, at the same time, that he hopes 
soon to be able to co-operate with the glorious army of Italy in 
accomplishing the destinies of the nation. 

The Senate has approved, by seventy to six votes, the bill granting 
the Executive extraordinary powers to provide for the public safety. 

The shopkeepers of Milan have established, at the railway station 
in that city, long tables, at which every soldier finds bread, cheese, 
wine, and a cigar, gratis. 

UNITED STATES, 

The Senate is engaged in the discussion of the resolutions reported 
from the Reconstruction Committee, A bill had been introduced to 
reduce the rate of interest on the national debt, and for the funding 
of the debt in thirty years’ bonds at 5 per cent. 

The House of Iaspecsentetives has passed the bill admitting 
Colorado into the Union, but had rejected, by 95 votes to 36, an 
amendment granting State rights and the suffrage tothe negro, A 
resolution calling for the immediate trial of Mr. Davis, for treason and 
other crimes, and his execution if convicted, has been referred to the 
Judicial Committee, 

It is represented that the health of Mr. Davis is rapidly failing. 
Mrs. Davis has had an interview with her husband at Fortress 
Monroe. She was accompanied by her daughter, 

The President has ordered General Canby to surrender the seques- 
tered cotton at New Orleans to the civil authorities, and not to 
interfere for the future with the Federal courts, The President 
considers the, writ of habeas corpus to be in force everywhere in the 
United States, save in Texas, 

A riot has occurred at Memphis between the whites and the negroes, 
One white and fifteen negroes were killed, and a number wounded ; 
thirty houses were burned, 

The total national debt of the United States was officially 
announced to be, on May 1, 2,827,000,000dols. There were 76,000,000 
dols, in gold and 65,000,000 dols, in currency in the Treasury, 

For want of something better to do, the Fenians have turne: pirates. 
The schooner Friend, manned by Feniana, left Eastport, on the Ist 
inst., ostensibly for Portland, but soon after raised the flag of the 
“Trish Republic,” and captured the British schooner Went worth, of 
which they took possession, after scuttling theirown, ‘There was a 
rumour that the Fenians in the Wentworth subsequently made a 
descent on the island of Grand Menan. It is to be hoped that our 
gun-boats will soon give a good account of these marauders. Thereia 
acompiete split between the Mahoney and Roberts factions, and the 
funds of both are nearly exhavated. 

BOMBARDMENT OF VALPARAISO, 

Valparaizo, the chief seaport town of Chili, South America, was 
bombarded by the Spanish fleet, under Admiral Mendez Nunez, on the 
8lst of March, in spite of earnest protests from the foreign diplomatic 
representatives. lew lives were lost, ample notice of the bombard- 
ment having been given by the Spanish Admiral ; but great quantities 
of property, much of it belonging to British, French, American, and 
other neutral merchanta, were destroyed, It is stated that Admiral 
Nunez has received orders from Madrid to destroy, burn, and desolate 
to the utmost of his power all the Chilian and Peruvian towns and 
property on the coast, and it is feared Caldera, Coquimbo, and other 
ports will meet the fate of Valparaiso. There is much excitement in 
Peru in consequence. All the movable property at Oallao has been 
conveyed to places of safety. It appears that the American Com- 
modore proposed to the English commander, Admiral Denman, to 
unite in compelling the Spaniards to refrain from the bombardment, 
and to attack the Spanish fleet if it opened, fire. The proposal, 
however, was declined, and the town left to its fate. The conduct 
of Admiral Denman, which has been strongly censured by the British 
merchants at Valparaiso, formed the subject of a discussion in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, the Goverument stating their approval 
of it, his orders being to preserve the strictest neutrality. 

INDIA, CHINA, AND JAPAN, 

From Madras we learn that the new Governor, Lord Napier, had 
been welcomed with due honour, and had gone through the usual 
initiatory ceremonials, 

A convention had been executed at Pekin, consisting of Prince 
Kung, Sir Rutherford Alcock, and the French Minister, having for 
its object the issue of a notification with reference to the coolie trade, 
prohibiting the English and French from engaging in it, save under 
certain conditions, 

It is reported from Yokohama that a rupture between Prince 
Satsuma and the Tycoon was probable, 

AUSTRALIA, 
VICTORIA,

As usual, matters political with us continue to occupy an almost 
undivided share of public attention, Events during the past month 
have proceeded with signal rapidity, but their course has not been 
distinguished by serenity or smoothness, and the successful solution of 
our constitutional problem seems more hopelessly remote than ever. 
The singular eccentricities, to put it mildly, which have marked the 
career of the M‘Culloch Ministry have been neither few nor trifling ; 
but their performances daring the past month have excelled all former 
freaks. Cloeely following the departure of the February mail, the 
new members of the Legislative Aesembly—a majority of whom 
were returned by their constituenta, not on one or two 
distinct and definite isenes but on the separate several issues 
epeciously put forward by the members of the Ministry— 
were engaged in discussing the ‘Tariff Bill, which had on 
two former occasions been rejected by the Legislative Oouncil, 
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In all its prominent features the bill was essentially the 
same as that which had evoked so much debate and angry com- 
went during the previous Session ; with this difference, however, that 
the peval clause, which was intended to deal retrospectively with those 
daring sinners the soft-goods’ men, was omitted ; and, further, with 
this other difference, that the preamble of the bill was not in accord- 
ance with ordinary usage in such cases, but was cunningly devised so 
as to make it appear that with the Assembly exclusively rested the 
role right of granting supplies to the Crown. To this assumption the 
Legislative Council demurred, and exception was also taken by that 
bot to the clause in the bill relative to the reduction of the duty on 
gold, this duty being held by them to be a royalty already pertaining to 
the Crown and not coming within the scope of customs duties, A faint 


measure, The coi uence of 

years from the date of the bill the customs revenue, amounting to 
more than £1,000,000 sterling, would cease, and might be renewed or 
not, at the option and pleasure of the Assembly or Ministry for the 
time being, thus rendering the legislative Council a mere nullity, 
That the members of the Council should reject the bill as it was sub- 
mitted to them was no surprise, considering the high stand they have 
uniformly taken on this question, The result of the rejection of the 
Tariff Bill by the Council was, that on the 15th of March the Chief 
Secretary and his colleagues tendered their resignations to his 
Excellency the Governor. Mr, Fellows, the leader of the 
opposition in the Council, and an able and acknowledged debater, was 
sent for by his Excellency and intrusted with the delicate and difficult 
operation of forming a ministry. Deferring to the expressed wish of a 
majority of the electors in Victoria in favour of Protection, Mr, Fellows 
communicated with leading membersof strong Protectionist proclivities, 
with a view to form a tectionist Ministry, but his exertions were 
fruitless, and he has had to abandon the task, As the Ministry had 
resigned without making any provision for the public service, Mr, 
Fellows asked the Governor in the event of the present Assembly 
refusing to vote supplies to grant a dissolution as the only constitu- 
tional method by which a Government could be carried on, Sir 
Charles refused to concede this request, and the result will be that 
the M‘Culloch Ministry will return to office. 

To render it almost impossible for anyone to succeed in forming 
a new Ministry a stanch adherent of the Government, after 
M'‘Culloch’s resignation had been accepted, moved in his place in the 
Assembly the following resolution :—* That the rejection of the tariff 
for the third time by the Legislative Council exhibited a total disre- 
gard of the wishes of the people, and that, therefore, the Assembly 
would withhold its confidence from any Administration which should 
refuse or neglect to adopt forthwith the bill of supply embodying the 
tariff submitted to the Council, and with which the rights of the 
Assembly were identified.” The debate which followed on this reso- 
Intion was one of the most protracted in Victorian Parliamentary 
envale, having lasted twenty-three hours. The members of the Oppo- 
sition did their utmost to stave off a division, but, being largely out- 
numbered, physical endurance was not equal to further effort, and the 
resolution was carried by thirty-seven votes to fifteen. 

In connection with the present political crisis has arisen another of 
thore Parliamentary “ privilege” cases which promises to stamp the 
preeent Chief Secretary and his majority in the Assembly with un- 
Gying and most unenviable notoriety. The day after announcing his 
resignation the Chief Secretary read in the Assembly a minute pro- 
fessing to embody the causes which led to the resignation of the 
Cabinet, and laying the entire blame of the failure of the Constitution 
upon the Legislative Council. To the aspersions and allegations con- 
tained in this document the Council speedily issued a vigerous and 
effective refutation, In commenting upon the minute of the Chief 
Secretary, the Argus, in a leading article, stated that it “ fairly 
bristled with falsehood.” Smarting under this stinging imputation, 
Mr. M'Culloch read the article in the Assembly, and moved that the 
language made use of should be held a “scandalous breach of 
the privileges of the House.” A long debate ensued, which was 
closed by a motion being carried by thirty-nine to twenty-one “ that 
the printer of the Argus, Mr. Hugh George, be summoned to the bar 
of the House.” Accordingly Mr. Hugh George, the offending “ poor

For good or for evil, the 
Reform Bill is a great and important change in the repre- 
sentative system, and we are entitled to have upon it the 
opinions of the Nestors of law, and the perhaps equally valu- 
able counsel of dispassionate statesmen, Moreover, and this 
is the large and important consideration, we are entitled—nay, 
it is a condition of Constitutionalism, it is dictated by the 
very genius of our institutions, that all the estates of the 
realm shall join in any legislative act, not perfunctorily, but 
as equally interested and equally responsible. We know 
nothing of beds of justice. The Lords are not merely 
entitled to hold, but are bound to hold debate upon the 
Reform Bill, and England will not tolerate their taking a 
course which shall leave them free; in after days, to say 
that they did but register what was offered to them 
as the embodiment of the wishes of the people. We 
incline to insist upon this Constitutional view because there is 

vulgar disposition to repudiate it. In reference to such a 
measure as the Reform Bill it is especially important, for, as 
was well said in the course of the debates, no bill like this 
ought to pass unless it accord with the common conviction of 
all the great interests of the nation. Let land, manufactures, 
commerce, and labour unite in general approbation of a new 
law, and we may be assured that such law is a great gain to 
the country ; but none of these constituents must be disfran- 
chised,

The Church Estates Commissioners, in their fifteenth report, 
for the year ending March 1 last, say :—‘* We have transferred to the Kocle- 
siestical Commissioners for England during the past year a sum of £50,000, in 
respect of the surplus proceeds of enfranchisements completed. The aggre 
gate amount which has been paid over or transferred to the account of the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners is now £1,250,207 2s. 2d., in addition to £140,000 
in respect of interest which has accrued on the surplus. We last yeag reported 
that the traneactions approved by us, between August, 1851, a March, 
1865, were 2638 in number, and that the value in fee of the estates 
so agreed to be dealt with amounted to about £10,310,000, We 
have during this year approved the terms agreed upon in 105 cases, ninety- 
eight being cases of sales of reversions, and seven cases of purchases of lease- 
hold interests, and the value in fee of the estates so agreed to be dealt with is 
approximately £350,000. The aggregate number of cases approved by us is 
therefore 2742, and the value of the property dealt with amounts to about 
£10,660,000, In three cases we dcolined to approve the terms proposed ; but 
in two of these the terms have been modified so as to meet with our sanction, 
and they have been included in the number above stated to have been 
approved. ° The transactions continue to be offected with facility, 
and the Commissioners have reason to believe that the terms are gonerally 
satisfactory to the lessees as well as beneficial to the Church.”

SINck, according to the proverb, “painting speaks the tongue of 
every land,” it follows that a picture must be good or the reverse 
according as it does or does not require written or oral exposition.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
THE Jaw of reaction seems to apply to the House of Oommons 
at present. Asa rule, it has been listless, uncertain, and, in some 
senre, unsativfactory. There are a few members who live in its atmo- 
sphere, and who are apparently glad to take advantage of empty benches 
to listen to the sound of their own voices, which, we are , is one of 
the pleasantest of titillations ; but, nominally and generally, the excite- 
ment of reform appears, if not to have passed away, to have subsided 
for awhile. There has been, haps, for unsophisticated strangers 
some entertainment ; and the last sitting of last week was, in a way, 
not without interest to everyone present. On that day the displace- 
ment of two or three millions of money had set the money market of 
the richest country in the world into uttermost confusion and despair ; 
and rumour was strong that the Government had consented to relax 
that Bank Charter Act which noone ever hears of except at such times as 
it will not work. Accordingly, there was an anxious if not a very thick 
gathering of members and strangers in the early evening, who watched 
eagerly for the advent of Mr. Gladstone, who was again about to assums 
his famous part of an Oracle. It seemed possible, nay easy, to distin- 
guish the commercial folk by the expression of their countenances ; 
but the whole House was evidently grave and preoccupied, It would 
appear that the mercantile interest had deputed Mr. to make 
the in tion for which everyone was waiting; but . Disraeli 
was too nimble for him, and put the question. The reply was received 
with half a groan, for it turned out that the Government were still 
“inquiring,” and had not acted. However, Mr. Gladstone said that 
he was going to pass the evening with the representatives of the 
moneyed interest ; and so he did, for he vanished, and did not reappear 
until past ten o'clock, In the mean time, as it was private-membsr 
night, and time was to be passed before any news could be had from 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, gentlemen set about a genial function, 
that of hunting an individual. This time it was a very old fox, the Chief 
Justice of Ireland, and the running was excesdingly good. The 
Opposition Irich lawyers, notably Sir Hugh Cairns and Mr. Whiteside, 
exhausted expedients to get the Attorney-General for Ireland up 
between them, because—as he is, doubtless, the favourite candidate for 
the seat which it was sought to prove ought to be vacated—there 
might have been personal matter for retort got ont of anything he 
might have said. He did not fall into the trap, however, bat left Mr. 
Maguire to speak a specimen of an Irish leading article on an Irish 
prievance, and so to give Mr. Whiteside something like the oppor- 
tunity he songht. An incident occurred which suggested a query in 
regard to the power of the Speaker and what he can do with a recil- 
citrant member. For some reazon or other, more or less obvious, Sir 
Robert Peel was in a particular ill-humour, and growled (literally) 
very deeply. By one of those phraseological accidents which are pecu- 
liarly common with him, he said something of Mr. Maguire which was 
robably not exactly what he meant to say, and which for some time 
ne felt eure he had said; and on being called on to retract it as un- 
arliamentary, he refused so frequently and so pertinaciously that the 
Speaker, having exhausted his vocabulary, paused; and there was a 
hush and an expectation of what was to come next very palpable. 
Lord Charles Russell, who is of a feeble “ physique,” must have vegun 
to feel uncomfortable, and to doubt how he would fare in a personal 
contest with Sir Robert, “that same mighty man,” and to consider 
whether he ovght not to call in his “ posse,” in the shape of the Deputy

fore Mr. Gladstone was able to rise, and in subdued tones, and with 
something of the air of a financial martyr, announced that the Bank 
Charter Act was to go by the board once more; and, judging from 
the expression of his countenance, never were cheers so unwelcome to 
him as those which broke out spasmodically at his statement ; after 
which the bankers and moneyers who were crowded in the seats 
under the gallery rose with alacrity and went on their way rejoicing. 
The interest which has been exhibited in rezard to the Government 
plan for the redistribution of seats has probably been factitious ; while 
it was a secret, which was kept in a manner penally from the House, 
curiosity was intensified, and probably a little spiced with irritation 
but as it has crept out that the Opposition did not mean to challenge 
the second reading, no one seemed in a hurry for that event. It, 
therefore, co happened that Mr. Bernal Osborne and Lord Amberley 
were rot greeted by a large audience when they severally and 
at intervals (they doubtless did not desire to march up the floor 
together) took their seats. There is but one member in the House 
who can compare with Lord Amberley for physical smallness; and 
he, too, is the elder scion of a peerage! Bat the heir of 
the house of Russell is on the whole more petit. It hap- 
pened that the Prime Minister came into the Peers’ box 
just too late to see his son take his seat; but he was soon 
joined by him; and, as they sat together, it is no exaggeration 
to say that Lord Russell looked gigantic beside Lord Amberley. No 
better illustration of the personal appearance of the latter could well 
be given. Pale, languid, indifferent, Mr. Gladstone scarcely more 
than let drop from his lips the formal motion that the bill be read a 
second time. In remarkable contrast to his manner was that of Mr. 
Dieraeli, who sprang up cheerily, and in a moment or two gave pal- 
pable notice that he was going to show his paces. It was a rhetorical 
resurrection, that speech of his; it carried one back six, nay ten, 
years, and one recognised in a at degree the author of those 
* Peelics” which placed Mr. Disraeli at the head of the Conservative 
party in the House of Commons, The news of this revival spread 
rapidly ; and whereas now, as a rule, Mr. Disraeli scarcely drawa, and 
by no means keeps, an audience, this time people came in some- 
thing in the way that they used to do years ago when the cry went 
about that “Macaulay was up!” There is wonderful intuition 
about the House of Commons with re to good speeches, They 
scent one very early; and now those who came on the perception that 
there would be something worth hearing remained to the very last, 
because the speech was well ne men to the last. Before Mr. 
Cardwell, who followed, there was instant collapse; and, though he 
spoke in way such asis seldom heard from him—arguing skilfully and 
replying aptly, instead of platitudinising in a monotonous sing-song, 
as bis general manner is—it so happened that when he concluded 
there were precisely ten members, plus the Speaker, and no more, in 
the House. Of these, four were mourners by anticipation over their 
cwn Parliamentary obeequies, for they were in the list of condemned. 
Each of them delivered his lamentation, and, as soon as he had con- 
cluded, disappeared; only wanting a handkerchief at his eyes 
to complete the ness of his aspect. At this moment Sir 
Stafford Northcote ecuttled in, and hastily asked what the Govern- 
ment meant to do with the reform bills, four of which stood on 
the paper for that evening. To him Mr. Gladstone, with « 
bored air and with a scarcely andible voice, replied that, if the 
House liked, the Franchise and Redistribution Bills should be taken 
together in Committee, which would come on that day fortnight, and, 
as that will be on the threshold of June, looking to the probabilities 
of a well-fought contest on every clause, it is a very suggestive post- 
ponement. lt was by exactly seven members that great Con- 
stitutional measure was passed through its first important stage.

Mr. H. Bruce, at the instance of Mr. Sandford, explained the precautionary 
measures which had been taken by the Government against the spread of 
cholera. 

THE BOMBARDMENT OF VALPARAISO, 

Sir L. Palk drew attention to the narratives appearing in the morning 
papers relative to the bombardment by the Spani Admiral of the unarmed 
and defenceless town of Valparaiso, and asked whether the statement was 
true; and that Mr. Thompson, the English Minister, and Rear-Admiral 
Denman refused to co-operate with the American Admiral in saving it from 
destruction ; and whether the Admiral was justified in moving his ships out 
of the way to enable the Spaniards to fire on the defenceless city. 

Several other members took part in the discussion. 

Mr. Layard traced with considerable minuteness the history of the dispute 
between Spain and Chili, and the action of the British Government in re- 
lation to these unhappy events. On the outbreak of hostilities instractions 
were sent to Admiral Denman to preserve a strict neutrality, whilst doing all 
in his power to protect British life and property. France and England, which 
had acted throughout ia the matter with perfect accord, had tendered their 
good offices with a view to the adjustment of differences; and the British 
merchants of Valparaiso were informed as long ago as October last of the 
danger that was hanging over them; but their mediation led to no decided 
result. He complained of the Spanish Government, however, that they had 
not acted fairly, because when, on hearing recently that orders had been dis- 
patched from Spain to bombard Valparaiso, England and France remonstrated 
the Spanish Government lei them to believe that 
positive instructions had fot been issued on the subject. It was therefore 
with great surprise that the Government heard the previous day that this 
barberous act Bad been committed on a defenceless city. As to the British 
merchants at Valparaiso, they had received thirty hours’ notice of the in- 
tended bombardment, but they had omitted to avail themselves of it to 
remove their goods and property ; and the statement that the American Com- 
mander on the coast had offered to join the English Admiral to put a stop to 
the bombardment was not true. With reference to the conduct of Admira 
Nunez, the Spanish Commander, he had acted under the express ordera 
of his Government, who were, no doubt, greatly to blame. For, at the 
moment they knew that every effort was being made by France and 
England to restore peace, they chore to send out private orders to their com 
mander in the Pacific to bombard the town. In behalf of Admiral Nunez it 
might be stated that he directed his fire principally against the pu lic build 
ings, and amongst them the Custom House, where, unfortunately, a larg 
amount of British property was lying. He would not attempt to conceal that 
this bombardment had created a painful sentiment in the minds of her 
Majesty's Ministers, who conceived that the act was inconsistent alike with 
the high position of Spain as a nation and those principles of hamanity which 
regulated warfare in modern times. Lastly, with regard to the English 
Minister in Chili, Mr. Layard stated that no request had been addressed te 
the Foreign Office by the Chilian Government for the recall of that gentleman. 

The House adjourned over the Derby Day to Thuraday,

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said he had not received any representa- 
tions in the nature of complaints from parties who felt themselves aggrieved 
by the conduct of the Bank of England, but there had been rumours of dis- 
content. ‘he questions had been opportunely put, because they would give 
him the opportunity of removing a misapprehension in the public mind, 
‘The operations at the Bank would be a sufficient answer to the rumours which 
bad gone abroad. On Friday last it had advanced on Government securities 
£919,000 ; on Saturday, £747,000. On the two days named and on the 
three followirg days the total amount advanced on Government securities 
amounted to no less than £2,874,000, With regard to public accommo- 
dation gencrally, it had granted advances and discounted bills to the extent 
of about £9,350,000 in these five days, making a total on discounts and 
advances of upwards of £12,000,000. He thought that these figures 
showed that there was not a strong primd facie case against the Bank. 
The effect of the letter written by the First Lord of the Treasury and him- 
self to the Governor and Deputy Governor of the Bank of Bngiand was not 
that they should give to everybody what advances they required, bat that 
they should proceed upon the prudent rules by which the Bank was generally 
governed. He believed that the foundation on which the rumours rested was 
of the slightest possible character. 

TENURE AND IMPROVEMENT OF LAND (IRELAND) BILL. 

On the motion for the second reading of this bill, 

Lord Naas rose to move “ That this House, though desirous of simplifying the 
mcthod of securing to tenants compensation for outlay made in permanens 
improvements, is of opinion that, in any measure relating to the tenure and 
improvement of land in Ireland, it is expedient t maintain the principle 
affirmed by the Act of 1860—namely, that compensation to tenants should be 
secured in respect of those improvements only which are made with the con- 
sent of the landiord. That, in the opinion of this House, the provisions as to 
the improvement of land in Ireland contained in the measure of her Majesty's 
Government would operate injariously on the position of holders of small 
farms in that country.’ The noble Lord was of opinion that the bill would deter 
jandlords from carrying out those improvements so beneficial to themselves 
and their tenants, and immediately lower the value of property in Ireland, 
He complained that the amount of compensation was not to be calculated on 
the outlay made to the tenant, but was to be calculated on th 
of the land. It was well to consic¢er, what was after all the most important 
question, the effect that such legislation as this would have on the tenantry 
in Ireland. He believed they would find men th cre as industrious and thrilty 
as any peasantry on the face of the earth. The commercial spirit was not so 
greatly developed in them as in the tenantry of Ex in this respect 
they had a cleser resemblance to the French peasantry But the effect of this 
bill wonld be to create a total want of confidence v + landlords on 
the one hand and the tenants on the other, and it woul 
number of evictions.

A torpedo experiment was carried out on Tuesday upon the 
old ealling frigate America, which at high water floated over the mud in the 
north-eastern part of Portemouth harbour. The torpedoes, twelve in number, 
contained charges of gunpowder varying from 201b, to 601b., and they were 
fixed to the sides of the vessel, below the water-line at distances varying from 
five to fifteen feet. An additional torpedo, charged with gun cotton, was sue- 
pended from the bows of the ship. The whole of these machines were connected 
by mcansof a magnetic wire, which was, by a submerged line connected with a 
battery fixed ina boat belonging to the Excellent, about seventy yards distant, 
At a given = the torpedoes were ignited, and a violent explosion imme.

He asserts that facts prove that nature has 
not refused to all fishes the power of expressing their instinctive sensations by 
sounds, but has not conferred on them the unity of mechanism in the forma- 
tion of sonorous vibrations, as in other classes of vertebrata. Some fishes, he 
says, are able to emit musical tones, engendered by a mechanism in which 
the muscular vibration is the principal motive power; others possess the 
faculty of making blowing founds, like those of certain reptiles; and others 
can produce the creaking noise resembling that made by many insects, M. 
Dufosec’s memoir was referred to a committee of naturalists for consideration. 
At the same meeting was read a note on a new instrament termod the 
“laryngian speculum,’ by M. Labordette, which he states has been used with 
good effect on hospital practice in examining disease of the larynx. 


An abstract of Mr. H, Wilde's Experimental Researches in 
Magnetiem and Electricity, communicated to the Royal Society by Professor 
Faraday, appears in the new number of the Proceedings. Mr. Wilde discusses 
some new and paradoxical phenomena in electro-magnetic. induction, and its 
relation to the principle of the conservation of physical force. These 
phenomena have arisen out of Faraday’s discovery of magneto-clectric 
induction, the close consideration of which has resulted in the dis- 
covery of a means of producing dynamic electricity in quantities 
unattainable by any apparatus hitherto constructed. Tho general 
conclusion drawn from Mr. Wilde's experiments is, that when an eiectro- 
magnet is excited through the agency of a permanent magnet the large 
amount of magnetism manifested in the electro-magnet simultaneously 
with the small amount manifested in the permanent magnet is the 
constant accompaniment of a correlative amount of electricity evolved 
from the magnetoelectric machine, either all at once, in a large 
quantity, or by a continuous succession of small quantities. On those 
principles Mr. Wilde has constructed a machine which has evolved an 
amount of magnetic force far exceeding any that has ever been produced, 
accompanied by an amount of electricity so enormous as to melt pieces of 
cylindrical iron rod iin. in length and fully jin. in diameter. The 
illuminating power produced by means of an intensity armature was of 
the most splendid description. When an electric lamp, furnished 
with rods of gas carbon #in. square, was placed at the top of a lofty 
building, the light evolved from it was sufficient to cast the shadows 
from the flames of the street lamps, a quarter of a mile distant, upon the 
neighbouring walls. These extraordinary calorific and illuminating powers 
are derived from six emall permanent magnets, weighing 1 1b. cach, and 
capable of sustaining collectively at most only 601b.; while) the electricity 
from the magneto-electric machine employed in exciting’ the eleotro-magnet 
was of iteclf incapable of heating to redness the shortest length of iron wire 
of the smallest size manufactured, 
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THE DAFF VIADUCT, 
GREENOCK AND WEMYSS 
RAILWAY. 


Tue Greenock and Wemyss line 
of railway, which is ten miles and a 
half in length, branches from the 
Greenock section of the Cale- 
donian Railway, about half a mile 
to ihe west of Port-Glasgow 
station, and runs in a westerly 
direction for several miles, ulti- 
mately taking a southerly course, 
The country through which it 

is principally agricultural, 
and for richness and variety of 
scenery can scarcely be equalled 
in the west of Scotland. The 
working of the line is vested in 
the Caledonian Company, who will 
receive for working and maintain- 
ing the line 50 per cent of the 
profit so long as the income does 
not exceed £8000, and 45 per cent 
above that‘ sum and under 
£12,000. The Caledonian supply 
all the working plant of the 
railway. 

The first section of the line, 
about five miles, from the 
junction with the Caledonian 
Railway to the Ravenscraig 
station at Gourock, has been 
constructed by Messrs. Young and 
M‘Call. It includes more than 
one deep cutting, and the Carts- 
burn tunnel, 285 yards long, cut 
through freestone and biue till, 
and brick-lined throughout. The 
next section of three miles and 
three quarters, passing by way of 
Inverkip, where there is a station, 
was contracted for by Messrs. A, 
and K. M‘Donald, and it has 
several important features. Near 
Dunrod the river Kip is crossed 
by a viaduct of four spans of 55 ft. 
each, This viaduct is 56 ft. in 
height, and is constructed of 
wrought-iron girders, made by 
Mesars. Stewart, of Kilmarnock, 
The Kip is a pretty little siream 
which Pats into the Firth. The 
name of the village through 
which it flows is derived from it, 
“Inver” signifying the outlet or issue of a river, The line traverses 
an elevated plateau, from which a delightful view of the opposite 
shore of the Firth is obtained, with the Bullwood shore to 
Innellan. We next come to the Daff, a small stream which 
meanders through a valley of great loveliness. This river is 





crossed by a viaduct consisting of five spans of wrought-iron 
girders of 55ft, each, and at an elevation of 90ft. above the 
bed of the river. The gradient at this point, fali 
Bay, is lin70. A partial view of the village 
obtained, The only famous record in history regarding this beauti- 
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fully situated village is the num- 
ber of witches who dwelt in its 
vicinity. So troublesome, indee, 
had “uncanny” folk be- 
come, that, in 1662, an application 
was made to the Privy Council, 
and a Commission was appointed 
to inquire into the matter, and 
the result was that many supposed 
offenders were consigned to the 
tar-barrel and the stake. In the 
case of a simple girl, named Marie 
Lamont, only eighteen years of 
age, who confessed “that she had 
lived long in the Devil's service,” 
no mercy was shown by the 
judges — Archibald Stewart, of 
lackhall, and the Rev. J. Hamil- 
ton, minister at Inverkip—and she 
was also consigned to an early and 
painful death. Hundreds of poor 
creatures likewise perished in that 
age through the bigotry and su- 
perstition then prevalent. The 
station at Inverkip is situated 
about 300 yards from the vi 
the house being built of red sand- 
stone. Leaving the station, 
we enter a cutting and a 
tunnel which through 
Common Craig ill, composed of 
whinstone and old red sandstone, 
Emerging from the tunnel the 
Firth is again spread out to the 
eye. An excellent site for the 
erection of coast villas presents 
itself to the right of the line, 
near the shore. The line now 
takes a iz | direction ; and 
we enter upon the Wemyss Bay 
section, which extends from this 
point to the terminus, and includes 
the station. This part of the 
undertaking was executed by Mr. 
Hugh Kennedy; and, although 
comparatively short, some for- 
midable difficulties have been ov: r- 
come. 

Adjoining the railway station is 
the substantial new pier at Wemyss 
Bay, 500 ft. long by 50 ft. broad, 
built of timber by Mr. Jams 
Young, Sunderland. Swift and 
elegant steamers are to run in con- 
nection with the trains betwen 
Largs, Millport, Arran, Innellan, Toward Point, Rothesay, Kyles «f 
Bute, Lochfyne, and other watering-places on the Firth. The distance 
between Glasgow and Rothesay by rail and boat may thus be 
accomplished in about an hour and a half. The engineers of the 
railway were Messrs, Robson, Forman, and M‘Call, Glasgow.

THE MONEY PANIC 
IN THE CITY. 


THE extraordinary con- 
vulsion of commercial 
credit, which was caused 
by the failure of the great 
discounting house of 
Overend,Gurney, and Co., 
leading to a furious run 
on many of the banks, 
and a general fall in the 
values of all kinds of 
securities on the Stock 
Exchange, is made the 
subject of our comment 
on another page. It may 
be presumed that most 
of our readers are in- 
formed of the course of 
events in the City during 
the Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday of last 
week, and do not need 
to be told more particu- 
larly of tbe circum- 
stances which attended 
that severe shock to pub- 
lic confidence, and which 
contributed to the pre- 
valent alarm by showing 
the unsoundness of some 
extensive departments 
of business as re- 
cently carried on, $The 
scene in Lombard-street 
on the Friday afternoon, 
with a crowd of eager 
and excited people, who 
besieged the doors of the 
principal houses of busi- 
ness and discussed the 
alarming news of the 
day, magnified, no doubt, 
by many an unfounded 
rumour of still worse 
disasters and dangers, is 
the subject of an [lus- 
tration on our front page. 
The closed house shown 
in this Engraving is that 
of Messrs. Overend, 
Gurney, and Co., No. 65, 
Lombard-street, at the 
corner of Birchin-lane, 
The neighbourhood of 
the Stock Exchange 
was likewise thronged 
at the usual hour of business by the anxious holders of shares, 
scrip, or debentures, the prices of which could not fail to be 
affected by the general state of confusion in regard to all 
monetary and commercial affairs. The Bank of England, of course, 
being the main stronghold or “keep” of the beleaguered fortress of 
credit, had to bear the brunt of the siege, and its portals were invaded 
by a host of assailants, who carried off an enormous amount of its 
hoarded store. The timely measure of relief conceded by the Govern- 
ment on Friday evening was, happily, effectual in stopping the panic 
and preventing further disaster, 








Tuesday's Gacette contains a uae from Major-General Chute, 
commanding her Majesty's forces in New Zealand, dated Feb. 16, giving 
the details of the capture of the rebel fortified position of Otapawa. The 
Maoris fought desperately for a time, but the palisading being cut, the 
troops entered the work and the rebels fled down a wooded gully at the 
rear of the pah. In the assault seven men were killed and fourteen 
wounded, Lieutenant-Colonel Haseard (since dead) and Lieutenant 
Swainson were wounded. The loss of the enemy is estimated at fifty 
killed and wounded, including their chief. The troops then advanced 
on Ketemarai, which they found deserted. They destroyed it; also 
several villages and another large pah. The whole expedition was 
highly enccessful.

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THE NOTTINGHAM ELECTION. 


THe result of the polling at the Nottingham election on Thursday 
week was briefly reported in our last. Mr, Bernal Osborne was at the 
lead of the poll, his number being 2518, and Lord Amberley came 
second, with 2494 ; these two, therefore, were the successful candidates b 
Sir George Jenkinson polled 2411, Mr. Handel Cossham polled 7, 
and Mr. Faulkner only three. The town was enlivened by the 
assemblage of large crowds around the different polling-booths 
and in front of the committee-rooms, while Lord and Lady Amberley, 
with Mr. Cossham, drove about in an a carriage, arrayed in the 
colours of the Liberal party ; and Lady Clifton, the wife of Sir Robert 
Clifton, made her appearance in a similar guise, as the ness 
of Mr. Bernal Osborne. But there was no violence or 
disorder. After. the close of the poll, at four o'clock, 
the several candidates spoke to the electors and non-electors 
from the hustings erected in the market-place, in front of the New 
Exchange, which is shown in our Illustration. Mr. Bernal Osborne 
remarked that the working men bad entered upon the contest with 
fair means, and had won their independence, Although he was 
placed at the head of the poll, he did not owe that position 
to his own merit, but to the people of the town having determined 
that they would not see a man persecuted for his political opinions. 
Sir G. Jenkinson, Lord Amberley, and Mr. H. Cossham also addressed 
the meeting. An official return was made on Friday, when the 
numbers were declared as above. 


THE RICHARD GREEN MEMORIAL AT POPLAR. 


Soon after the death of Mr. Richard Green, the eminent shipowner, 
about three years ago, a number of gentlemen formed a committee 
for the purpose of erecting a statue to his memory. The work was 
intrusted to Mr. Wyon, and, the statue having been completed and 
erected in front of the Baths and Laundries, All Saints’, Poplar, 
Friday week was appointed for the ceremony of unveiling. Accordingly, 
at three o'clock a lage party of gentlemen smasihel including the 
chairman and members of the Poplar district board of works, to the 
custody of which body the statue is to be intrusted, Mr. Ravenhill, 
the secretary of the committee, in explaining the steps which had been 
taken in the matter, said that the proposal to commemorate the 
memory of Mr. Richard Green was made within a few days after his 
decease. It had been thought desirable to communicate with his 
friends and admirers in India, China, and Australia, and therefore 
several months had to o—_ before the work could be ed 
with, As the family of Mr. Green had employed Mr. Wyon to 
execute a bust of the deceased gentleman, and that sculptor was there- 
fore in the best position to undertake the task, the statue was placed 
in his hands. The Poplar board of works had rendered great 
assistance to the committee, and he begged to return them 
thanks. The particular spot which had been selected was very 
appropriate, as it was in the midst of a district where Mr. Green had 
effected the greatest good. On the right of the inclosure they had 
the Sailors’ Home, which in itself was his standing memorial, while 
on the left was the Poplar Hospital, to which he was so constant and 
kind a friend. By his death that neighbourhood had lost a benefactor 
who could never be replaced. At the conclusion of the secretary’s 
remarks, the custody of the monument was formally handed over to 
the chairman of the Poplar board of works, and the statue, which is 
of bronze, on a granite pedestal, was then uncovered. The deceased 
is represented in a sitting posture, with an open book on his knees, 
and his favourite Newfoundland dog Hector resting his head i 
his master’s knee. On the front of the pedestal is the name “Green,” 
enriched with a wreath of oak leaves. On one side is an entablature 
containing a bronze bas-relief of the first ship which Mr. Green 
dispatched after the East India Company’s charter became extinct ; 
and on the other side of the pedestal a like bas-relief of a frigate 
which he was building for the Spanish Government at the time of 
his death. The chairman of the board of works expressed his pleasure 
at receiving the care of the statue, and Captain Hemming, a friend of 
the family, their gratification and his own at the event which had 
just taken place. 


THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON AT AUXERRE. 


Tne town of Auxerre, capital of the department of the Yonne, is a 
place of 12,000 or 13,000 inhabitants, situated on the River Yonne and 
on the Paris and Lyons Railway, not more than a hundred miles 
distant from Paris. Its principal architectural features are the 
cathedral, a noble specimen of the flamboyant Gothic style, with 
splendid painted-glass windows ; the Church of St. Germain, and the 
curious ancient clock-tower over the gatehouse ; the boulevards, also, 
with pleasant gardens and plantations occupying the site of the old 
fortified walls, afford a most agreeable resort. Auxerre is the chief 
d6p5t for the trade in the vins ordinaires of Lower wg | and 
Chablis, which gives its name to a white wine of superior quality, is 
but twelve miles from this town. 

Che visit of the Emperor and Empress of the French to Auxerre, on 
Sunday week, and the speech in which Napoleon III. expressed his 
‘‘detestation” of the treaties of Vienna, were noticed by our Paris 
Correspondent. The sketch, by M. Mariani, which has been engraved 
for this Number, shows the arrival of their Imperial Majesties, in a 
carriage and four, at the gate of the town, where they were met by M. 
Challe, the Mayor, with the keys, borne on a velvet cushion, and with 
a loyal address, referring to the visit of the first Emperor Napoleon, 
about fifty years ago. The reply made by his Majesty is well known. 
After this ceremonial interchange of congratulations between the 
present ruler of France and the municipality and people of Auxerre, 
the Emperor and Empress went to see the agricultural exhibition of 
Lower Burgundy, which was held in the town that day. In the 
evening they returned to Paris.

WIrTs snow on the wolds and a nipping frost daily, which kills all

They who meditate the blow are yet afraid to strike, and an opinion 
seems now to be prevalent that we shall have no European war. 
But two millions of men in arms—Lord Clarendon said one million, 
but Austria alone boasts of 900,000 soldiers—require an amount of 
boots and shoes, coats, shakos, bacon, beef, sword-belts, tents, besides 
sugar, pepper, salt, tobacco, rum, brandy, and wine, and other little 
matters, the cost of which will plunge any nation in debt; irretrievably 
so if it gives its mind to it. e waste of war is enormous. There 
was a wise Russian Prince who liked drilling his men, but objected to 
battles, because they spoiled his soldiers and dirtied their uniforms ; it 
was the fashion to laugh at that Prince; it is to be hoped that the 
time will come when they will build statues to him. Because 
Frederick William of Prussia does not think so, trade is rendered dull, 
a free circulation in Europe impossible, and our working men will find 
to their cost that meat and bread vrill be dearer and work less plentiful. 
Let us hope that the evil will stop there. 

Is the memory of Brutus to be execrated or esteemed? What are 
we henceforward to say of Harmodius and Aristogeiton, of Tell, 
Mdlle. Corday, and Wilkes Booth? What do our friends of the 
extreme Ultramontane party say of those misguided men, Guido 
Fawkes, Ravaillac, George Zeck, and the monk Clement? All 
doctrines now find defendants. Some there are who applaud peculiar 
tenets of Haesan- Ben-Sabah, chief of the Assassins, the Old Man of the 
Mountain, whose emissaries so quietly “worked off,” to use Mr. 
Denis’s phrase, his Lordship the Marquis of Montferrat and his kingship 
Lewisof Bavaria. That notion of the right of any man to declare a war 
of one upon any other man is, at any rate, as easily defended as the 
right of the Spanish Admiral Mendez Nunez to bombard Valparaiso, and 
the French, American, and English commanders to stand off while 
the miserable barbarity was being perpetrated. If we blame one, why 
not blame the other? It will be well if Messrs. the Kings begin first, 
and close up that red-lined ledger of theirs in which the per and contra 
of the bloody deeds of war are entered. 

Personally, we must all rejoice, we readers of manifold books, who 
live in a shower-bath of new novels, travels, and essays, that a very 
strong opposition is, if my information be correct, being organised 
against the London and Mudie’s Circulating Libraries (limited). That 
last word is bitterly true—very limited, indeed. One may ask nine 
times for the last new novel, and a dozen times for “ Ecce Homo,” 
and finally be obliged to quench your thirst for fermented fiction and 
the freshest theology with the sounder and older taps to be 
found on the establishments, This matter is not personal, 
but suggested by the public, friends, and acquaintances, who 
cry out bitterly, Twenty years ago—and this is the whole 
secret—one guinea a year might have covered the expense and 
have paid Mr. Mudie ; but the issue of books has so increased that the 
successors of that gentleman will be wise to increase the subscription 
five-and-twenty per cent and the accommodation in the same ratio. 

In this column, some weeks ago, when the book first appeared, 
reference was made to “ Ecce Homo,” a work about which people feel 
inclined to differ. Its — cited the opinion of the Quarterly 
Review. This, although not one word was altered, the Quarterly calls 
“ garbling”—surely an unfair charge when the actual opinion of the 
critic was thereinconveyed. This is not the worst : Lord Shaftesb 
is reported to have said that “‘ Ecce Homo’ is the worst boo 
ever vomited from the jaws of hell.” It is possible, retorts the Spec- 
tator, since it would be poison to the constitution of absolute evil. 
Surely some good people have mistaken the book, which is not 
written for orthodox Christians but for Rationalistic doubters. It 
commences, like St. Thomas, to examine the very wounds in the 
hands and feet; to weigh every proof and incident; and, finally, it 
accepts without reservation all the miracles worked by our Lord and 
those antecedent to his birth. Its conclusion, so far—for it is only 
half finished —is that the Christian faith is of Divine origin ; and the 
reasoning on which this is built is as cold as Paley’s, while to the 
orthodox it is offensive from its familiarity ; but for these very reasons 
it will be more likely to serve the author's purpose.

FLY-FISHING AND ANGLING, 
As the season is about to commence, we beg to offer a few words to 
fly-fishers and anglers, So many differences of opinion pervade the 
works of even the most popular writers on this subject that a few 
directions with respect to equipment, casting-lines, reel-lines, reel, and 
rods may not be out of place. Many of these discrepancies have 
arisen from the difference of circumstances and situation in which 
an angler is placed, more especially as regards equipment. Thus—let 


us suppose him, as a matter of course, to have provided a fishing rod, 
reel, reel-line, casting-lines, and artificial flies—a landing-net will for 
English fishing be necessary, as many of the streams have steep banks 
like canals, and contain heavy trout, weighing from one pound to 
three pounds. Such will not be the case in ordinary stream-fishing in 


Ireland, or Wales, where the banks of the rivers are sloping, 
and where the trout seldom exceed a pound in weight, and can easi y 
be drawn ashore or taken a few yards down the stream until a good 
landing-place is found. Under such circumstances a landing-net, 
except in boat-fishing, would be deemed an unnecessary appendage. 
So in trout-fishing near the —— and in many other parts of 
England where the fish are scarce, the follower of old Izaac may go 
out without a basket, because the chances of filling it are few and the 
extent of water gone over is often limited; but in those other parts 
of the kingdom where the trout though all (perhaps four 
to the pound) are more numerous, ‘and where the fisherman 
may often pass over some miles of water, a creel is all but 
indispensable, and one not capable of holding two stone of fish is 
held as paltry. 

We now tum to casting-lines. In England, the brothers of 
the craft, tutored by necessity, are much more nice in their tackle, 
and more neat and expert in the use of it, than those in Scotland, 
In the former country it is very proper to fix the flies upon 
a couple of yards of very fine gut, which is called a fly-cast, and 
which is added to the casting-line. In Scotland, the flies are, for the 
most part, fixed upon the casting-line itself, without the addition of 
any more gut. If, from the state of the wind, there be difficulty in 
throwing the line, it is best to adopt the Scotch mode, and fix the 
flies on the casting-line, as it will be thrown much better. The 
casting-line should be whipped at the joinings with white silk, so 
that the objection that the joinings may be mistaken for insects and 
cause the fish to rise will be obviated. The flies should be fastened 
to a gut line by a tie, not a loop; and the tie which fastens the trail 
or lowest fly should be a single one. Thus, the gut end of the fly 
and the end of the gut line should be put along cath other for about 
two inches, the double part must be bent into a circle, and the fly and 
h the circle. The circle must then 
be wetted and drawn tight, and ends cut off. 

To put on the drop-fly it must be placed along the gut line, 
a yard from the trail-fly, with its gut end towards the trail-fiy, and 
the fly towards the rod ; the gut end of the fly must be bent round 
the gut line, and must be put twice throngh its own circle, and drawn 
tight, after being wetted ; then the end must be cut off. If droppers 
are used they must be put on in the same way, and about the same 
distance from each other, or rather leas—say 80in. from the others, 
The — one should hang on longer gut than the other—that is, 
the highest may hang on gut Sin. long, the next on 8}in., and the 
next on Sin.—so as to meet the water gradually as the line hangs 
from the rod. 

A reel-line made entirely of hair is capable of being thrown with 
more precision than one composed of silk thread and hair combined ; 
because the latter is more flaccid, and more liable to angle and knot, 
than one of hair alone, which, being of a firmer nature, describes 
ea angles as it turns during the act of throwing ; but either kind 
Ww . 

_ The reel should be quite simple in its construction, free from mul- 
tipliers and stops. Not only are the multipliers always getting 
deranged, but they draw a fish too tight up, and so tear the hook out 
of its mouth, while the stop is continually found to act, from accident, 
just at the very time it ought not—viz., when the fish makes a rush, 
which is the precise moment that the line ought to be let out, instead 
of being stopped from running. The reel should be small, but deep; 
and the axis, especially, upon which the line is wound, should be of a 
larger diameter, as it will give it additional dispatch, when n r, 
in winding up the line. The manner of fastening the reel is of little 
moment; perhaps the best method is with a groove and rings. 

It is advisable to take the maker's advice as to the wood of the rod, 
but it should be light for trout-fishing. Hofland (and he is no mean 
authority) says that the rod, if for one hand, should be from 12ft. to 
14 ft. long ; and, if for two hands, from 16 ft. to 18 ft. Younger re- 
commends one from 14 ft. to 16ft. Now, to wield a two-handed rod 
during a whole — would fatigue most men, and entirely destroy the 
oa of trout-fishing ; and a 14 ft. rod for one hand would be little 

ter. These sizes are, besides, incompatible with the proper “ strik- 
ing” of the fish ; that quick but, at the same time, delicate operation 
which Younger so well describes as being rather a “ retentive hold ” 
than a start or a “strike.” 

It is inconceivable to one who has not witnessed it from 
a bridge or bank with what force and rapidity a fish will dis- 
gorge an artificial ay which it has seized when it discovers the 
cheat. The late Sir Humphry Davy, an excellent fisherman, was not 
aware of this. On visiting Sir Walter Scott at Abbotsford he hap- 
— to be accompanied on a day’s salmon-fishing by Mr. William 

vens, an old salmon-fisher, at Boleside, on the Tweed, opposite the 
poet’s residence. Sir Humphry was at the time much interested in the 
remarkable fact that food is seldom if ever found in the stomach of a 
salmon. They were fishing with minnow, and, on their killing a twelve- 
pounder, Sir Humphry lectured away to his experienced but plain 
and practical-minded companion on the wonderful powers of dige-- 
tion of the fish, his favourite theory by which he accounted for the 
fact that no trace could be found in the stomach of the specimen 
before them of the minnow with which he had been just taken. Mr. 
Ovens, who possessed more practical knowledge of the piscatory art 
than per! any man then existing, and was, withal, a bit of an

Most persons must have been astonished wh in fishing 
with worms, to find the bait projected a couple of yards up 
the line, on a fish being taken. 1is rejection of a discovered 
bait is performed with the quickness of lightning; and, accord- 
ingly, most good fishermen place the art of catching numbers 
in quick striking, as it is called, so as to fix the hook. For this 
reason the experienced fisher on the Tweed recommends a rod 
of 12 ft. or 12} ft. long, and little heavier than acoach whip. The 
Irish trout-rods are of this description. As to a general rod, intended 
to be fit for everything, it is just a rod fit for nothing, 
or rather, for doing nothing well, and can never satisfy one who has 
any taste for the art he ises. Mr. Ronald's observations are 
extremely judicious on this head. “Tae strong man,” writes he, 
“ may venture upon a rod about 14 ft. or 15 ft, long, but to the person 
who is shorter or less robust one so short even as 12 ft, or 124 ft., and 
light in proportion, is recommended, as the command will be soon ob- 
tained, and with much less fatigue to the arm.” We have, however,

Translations from Pindar into English Blank Verse. By Hugh 
Seymour Tremenheere, M.A. (Edward Moxon and Co.) Englishmen 
love the horse-race, the foot-race, the wrestli:g-match, and the box- 
ing-match ; and, therefore, the Epinician odes of Pindar should have a 
charm for Englishmen. It is not eften, however, that Pindar describes 
the actual contest, the close struggle, and the hardly-won victory ; he 
celebrates the wealth, the skill, and the virtues of conqueror. And 
as a vi in any of the games shed lustre not only on the victor but 
on his family and his city, Pindar is led on from individual prowess 
and fame to the consideration of noble qualities in general. Hence 
he soars aloft beyond the regions of mere earthly success, and touches 
upon the sublimest questions of a e inculcates religion, 
morality, and patriotism ; he rebukes vanity, and detraction, and fiat- 
tery ; and he preaches truth, und honesty, and sweet content. The 
grandeur and expansiveness of his thoughts and of his teaching neces- 
sitated a ing grandeur and expansiveness of language, style, 
and metre ; and his rapid transition from theme to theme, his sudden 
and abrupt manner of pursuing some incidental idea, and his method 
of interweaving with his subject - ee of myths and legends gave 
to his compositions a peculiar air of wildness, irregularity, and intricacy. 
It is not astonishing, then, that Horace should Reve condemned the 
infatuation of anyone who would try to imitate Pindar, and should

English. For will it be denied that those who are proficient in French,

By Thomas 
Guthrie, D.D. (Alexander -) It is a little difficult to say 
what “read in the light of the present day” may be intended to 
mean ; but the plain fact is that Dr. Guthrie has taken a dozen of the 
parables, prefixed to, added to, or intermingled with them scenes of 
modern life, explanatory remarks, bursts of eloquence or rhetorical 
flourishes, dehortations and exhortations, and the result is a book 
which his admirers will doubtless welcome with delight. There may 
be some, however, who will think that the parables are not improved 
by being dished up in this form, and prefer them au naturel, without 
sauce 4 la Guthrie or of any other kind: such persons have their 
remedy in their own hands. 

The Book of Man’s Destiny. By Henry G. Cooper. (Simpkin, 
Marshall, and Co.) Mr, Cooper his work “a simple and com- 
prehensive interpretation of the Revelation of St. John.” He says 
“the chief use of this book in our time appears to be to exalt our- 
selves and condemn those who differ from us, and to form worthless 
chronological accounts of the world’s bis ;” and he has, there- 
fore, made “ an attempt to restore this part of the Holy Scriptures to 
its proper use.” Mr. per's interpretation has the merit of brevity, 
if it have the disadvantage of being purely hypothetical and arbitrary ; 
but this is not the place for the meme of Scriptural difficulties, 
which must be left to theologians. 

Life and Writings m4 Joseph Mazzini. Vol. IIL. : Autobiographical 
and Political. (Smith, Elder, and Co.) This volume will scarcely be 
so pleasant, though it may be as attractive and instructive, as its pre-

Mazzini discovered that his letters were habitually opened and ex- 
amined at the London Post Office. It is no means nice reading ; 
nor is it without a feeling of humiliation that one finds oneself re- 
minded that twenty English Ministers, from 1806 to 1844 (if not to 
the present day), have “stooped to the tricks of a Fouché administra- 
tion.” It makes one wince also to find M. Mazzini (p. 193) using the 
words “ lie,” and “ liars,” and “forgers” in connection with the names 
of the late Lord Aberdeen and Sir James Graham and not to be able 
to be very,indignant with him. Such matters will touch every reader, 
even if can say, with Mr. Carlyle, “Of Italian democracies and 
Young Italy’s sorrows, of extraneous Austrian Em at Milan, or 
poor old chimerical Popes in Bologna I know nothing, and desire to 
know nothing.” 

Garibaldi at Home. By Sir Charles R. M‘Grigor, Bart. (Hurst and 
Blackett.) It will be well remembered that the virtues of General 
Garibaldi were highly appreciated by Englishmen, who consequently 
wished, after the national fashion, to give him, as it were, five 
shillings to drink their health. But it turned out that the world had 
produced one patriot who not only declined to have his iotism 
rewarded by his own countrymen with power and titles, but 
actually refused the money of foreigners— which very much 
astonished the foreigners. However, Englishmen could not 
be comfortable unless they put themselves to some sort 
of for him whom they delighted to honour, and, as 
Garibaldi was a seaman and lived in an island, they determined to 

nt him with a yacht, which he could not well refuse. Sir Charles 

‘Grigor was chosen by the subscribers “to proceed, last winter, to 
Caprera as the bearer of their request that the noble inhabitant of that 
island would be pleased to accept their present ;” and Sir Charles, for 
fear the im ions made upon his mind on that occasion should soon 
fade away, has thought proper to commit them to print and publish 
them in a large and handsome volume. There is not much about 
Garibaldi in the book ; but a respectable number of pages is filled by 
introducing other subjects more or less ( less, as in the case 
of the Waldensian persecutions, &c.) germane to the principal matter. 
There are many who will be charmed with the style of the narrative ; 
for, though the tone is occasionally pompous, the unso histicated 
@ composition is remarkable, Well-known 
poetry is quoted (p. 27) with the air of one who is enlightening the 
reader ; private opinions upon trivial matters are expressed with much 
sententiousness; facts are stated in a diose and periphrastic 
manner, as when the author, instead of ing us that he started on 
the 9th of November, says, “I left London on that day when a new 
ruler, or Mayor, ascends the vacant City throne” (p. 5) ; and occasionally 
sentences are put in such singular juxtaposition that one is doubtful 
whether the author may not be condescending to be sly. For instance, 
he writes (p. 44) :—‘' However, the best musical performer was certainly 
Major Specchj, who has served in most of Garibaldi’s Italian cam- 
paigns. He is very large in size. To me he appeared full of music ;” 
and one is oft inclined to surmise that the gallant Major was affected 
by music as the lady in “ Pickwick” was by the many cups of tea, in 
consequence of which she gave signs of “swelling wisibly.” And 
there is much more of the like artless observation, which, whether it 
be intentional or not, is very amusing. 

Researches into the History of British Dogs. By R. Jesse, 
(Robert Hardwicke.) The author of these two comely and highly 
entertaining volumes, enlivened by many graphic illustrations, bears 
the name of and is most probably related to the friend par excellence 
of the dog, and, therefore, appears with strong recommendations, 
The British dog no doubt deserves to have his history written ; he is 
a fine dog, a sagacious dog, a faithful dog, a funny dog, a sly dog, and 
a jolly dog; but surely the author's title is a misnomer and is likely to 
mislead people. It would cause most reasonable beings to suppose 
that Mr. Jesse’s book was a scientific treating of the origin and 
development of the breed of British dogs ; but it does not justify such 
asupposition.

A screw-steamer, built by the Thames Ironworks and Ship- 
building Company, for the service of the War Office, was launched last Satur- 
day. She is named the Earl De Grey and Ripon, and has the following 
dimensiones : — Length between perpendiculars, 150ft.; breadth 21-6fft. ; 
depth, 13°3ft.; tonnage, builders’ measurement, 335 81-94ths; engines, the 
first pair constructed by this company, direct-acting and of 64-horee power. 
The vessel was designed by Mr. Reed, the Chief Constructor of the Navy, and 
is to be employed in conveying heavy ordnance to the various ships of her 
Majesty's Fleet. 

On Monday the Duke of Cambridge reviewed the troops at 
Aldershott. He was accompanied by Major-General Lord W. Paulet and 
others of his Staff, and met, at Farnborough station, by Lieutenant-General 
the Hon. Sir J. Yorke Scarlett, K.C.B., commanding the Aldershott division, 
and other officers. They at once proceeded to the Queen's Parade, North 
Camp, where the third infantry brigade awaited review. Thence they went 
to review the first and secend brigades, and afterwards the cavalry brigade, 
who were exercised in the new cavalry pivot-drill.

The report of the Sempineng and Whitworth Committee, 
dated Aug. 3, 1865, with voluminous utes of evidence and an appendix, 
has been .

If the instrue- 
tions of the Committee had been to determine the best form of gun or system 
of artillery for the service, many of these points of difference must have been 
experimented upon and investigated tely, with a view to ascertaining, 
if possible, the laws which regulate and should determine their conditions. 
Such experiments, however, do not fall within the instructions of the Com- 
mittee ; and, as these various points cannot be determined by experiments 
with guns and systems of artillery differing from each other in so many 
respects as those proposed by Sir W. Armstrong and Mr. Whitworth, the Gom- 
mittee do not think it advisable or necessary, in the interests of the service, 
on any further experiments with the larger guns proposed and 
designed by either of thezee two gentlemen, but proceed to point out a few 
gen deductions which they consider may fairly be drawn from the long 
couree of experiments conducted by them.

The National Museum of Scotland, of which the foundation- 
stone was laid by his Royal Highness the late Prince Consort, on Oct. 25, 1361 
(on the same day as the foundation of the General Post Office, Edinburgh, was 
laid), is to be opened to-day (Saturday), by Prince Alfred. A View of the 
inaugural ceremony wil! be given in this Journal next week. 


The opening cruise of the Royal London Yacht Club, now 
numbering nearly 500 paying members and possessing 18° yachts, took place 
on Saturday last. The rendeztous was off the Union Yacht Clubhouse at 
Gravesend, and at twelve o'clock the following vessels, with others, had 
assembled :—Violet, 82 (commodore), Marina, Vindex, Santry, Dart, 
Octoroon, Dione, Clytie, Ethel, Watersprite, and Sphinx. At about one hour's 
ebb the commodore (Andrew Arcedeckne, Esg.), hoisted his broad pennant on 
board the Violet, and, the signal to start being given, they lay down the river 
with a tolerably fair wind. weather soon became bad and the wind high, 
and it led the odore’s yacht to bear up off Hole Haven, whence 
she was towed to Gravesend, and thence she beat up to Greenhithe.

EXHIBITION OF THE FRENCH AND FLEMISH SCHOOLS. 

The visitor to this exhibition at the French Gallery, Pall-mall, must, 

we think, after making all fair allowances, feel the force of com- 

arisons often made between British painting and that of our neigh- 
It is not, certainly, that there are evidences here of greater or 
more varied talent; yet the very atmosphere of the place seems to 
differ from that of our own exhibitions. The attention is not seized 
upon and distracted by obtrusive cleverness, garish colouring, and 
highly-spiced vulgarity. On the contrary, the pictures simply invite 
inspection by a modest, tasteful appeal, by sober harmony of colour, 
and by a treatment which, in virtue of its great refinement, renders sub- 
jectsa British painter would not dare to approach perfectly unobjection- 
able. In fact, the greater the artist the more of repose and “keeping ” 
we find in his painting. 

Take, for example, the famous picture by Gerome, of “ Phryne 
before the Tribunal,” which is the most remarkable work in this exhi- 
bition. Well, so low-toned and retiring is the interior effect therein 
rendered, so subdued the colouring, and so impalpable and delicate the 
application of the pigments, so exquisite the modelling of the dis- 
robed Phryne, and so much more of harmonious unity is there in the 
relation of the hues to light and shade than when translated by pho- 
tography, that the picture is positively far less likely to offend the 
most fastidious than the photograph by which it is very widely 
known. The nude figure is as pure as the tinted Venus of 
Gibson, or an antique gem of Diana. These technical characteristics 
are not, of course, to be abstractly recommended, they are em | 
instanced as being calculated for this particular subject wit 
consummate taste, At the same time the painter has not shrunk from 
attributing coarse, sensual expressions to that hemicircle of senile 
red-robed judicis, intending thereby to indicate the state of society 
which allowed even to its judges and philosophers recognition of the 
hetairee. We may also bear in mind that the beautiful form of Phryne 
is celebrated in Greek art as the model for the “ Cnidian Venus” of 
Praxiteles (who was one of her lovers) and for the “ Venus 
Anadyomene,” the most famous picture by Apelles. There is also 
here another of M. Gerome’s best-known classical illustrations—the 
large picture representing the dead Cesar lying in his blood, gashed 
with the many wounds inflicted by the conspirators, his throne — 
over in the struggle ; the senate-house, all silent and deserted, filled 
now only with the mournful shadows of spectral twilight. That none 
understands better than M. Gerome the necessity of giving brilliancy 
where brilliancy is needed is shown by the little picture of Pifferari 
pl aying before a shrine of the Virgin at the sun-lighted corner of an 

talian street. 

Several other eminent painters are represented, though not in im- 
portant examples. By M. Gallait there is a reduced replica of the 
picture exhibited at the International Gallery in '62, and now in the 
Queen of Holland’s Collection, of “ Jeanne la Folle” weeping over 
the dead body of her young and handsome but unloving husband, 
Philip L. of Castile—that body which she so long clung to with frenzied 
love. The selection of so sickening a subject proves, like other themes 
chosen by M. Gallait, a morbid leaning to the horrible and the melo- 
dramatic, which taints that fine painter’s otherwise dignified concep- 
tion of art and his refined feeling for artistic beauty and poetic grace. 
By that other far more eccentric yet very highly-gifted Belgian painter, 
M. Leys, there are three small studies illustrative of a Flemish burgher 
entertainment in the fifteenth century: first, “ The Arrival” of two 
guests, a young burgher and his wife, attended by a page bearing sword 
and large taper for the journey home ; secondly, “The Welcome” of 
other guests, all the members of the host’s family being collected for 
the reception in the entrance corridor ; and, thirdly, ‘‘ After the Feast,” 
te lady of the house standing at the head of a table strewn with the 
remnant of a peacock pasty, and with beakers, tankards and hanaps, 
splendidly set nautilus shell, and ostrich egg bowls, and other of those 
decorative metal-work table vessels and ornaments for the production of 
which the old Flemings were so famous. The mannered bl ck outlines, 
as of etained glass, is injurious to the aerial effect of this painter's 
works, yet even in these comparatively slight pictures he proves 
a most able colourist, and, indeed, that few painters understand so 
well the value of rich, broken hues placed together without actual 
blending. his ever-increasing mania for archeological verisimili- 
tude, however, M. Leys consciously exaggerates the unconscious 
exaggerations of the early Netherlandish painters to such an extent 
as not only to render many of his figures no better than hideous cari- 
catures, but he goes far to betray a native incapacity to appreciate 
form or even the measure of truth and art-feeling in the models he 
libels, 

M. Meissonier should be a Liliputian or a subject of Queen Mab to 
ptoduce on canvases about the size of one’s palm pictures so tho- 
roughly realised, so ee finished, yet so large and com- 
plete in style and so forcible in light and shade, as the two here—the 
one showing a trooper of the eighteenth century halted in the hot sun- 
shine at a wayside hostelry to allay the thirst of man and horse ; the 
other representing a similar trooper in the exuberant enjoyment of his 
pipe tankard. Mdme. Henrietta Browne's “Nun,” if compared 
with the nuns in her “Sick Child,” is rather tame, commonplace, and 
coldly opaque in colour. Mdlle. Rosa Bonheur’s little picture of sheep 
on a moor, entitled “ Near Ballaculish,” is so insignificant it would 
attract no attention if under another name, The “ Meadow Scene” 
by Auguste Bonheur is rich and powerful. Edouard Frere is rather 
disappointing this year, His best pi —a child causing 
its doll to share the sanitary “ bath,” “The Ambush ”— urchins 
waylaying in order to snowball two boys returning from school—are 
comparatively slight.

The Drummonds of Hawthornden are a junior branch of the ancient and 
noble family of Drummond of Perth, which, originally from Hungary, came 
into Scotland with Edgar —— whose sister Margaret married King 
Malcolm Canmore, and, taking the Drummonds under her protection, raised 
them to wealth and power. The most remarkable member of this family was 
William Drummond, born in 1585 (son of Sir John Drummond, of Haw- 
thornden), and unquestionably the most celebrated poet of his day. His 
“ History of the Five Jameses, Kings of Scotland,” is also well known, though, 
perhaps, it is as a poet rather than an historian that he is indebted for his 
literary fame, It is an historical fact that the famous Ben Jonson travelled 
from London to Scotland, on foot, solely for the purpose of visiting Drammend 
at his beautiful and romantic seat at Hawthornden. Ax account of this visit 
is recorded in Jonson’s as well as in Drummond's works. The first net 
was Sir John Forbes Drummond, who was so created Feb. 27, 1826. He was a 
Captain in the Royal Navy, and assumed, after his marriage with a lineal 
descendant and heiress of the Drummonds of Hawthornden, the surname of 
Drummond. His baronetcy was limited to his son-in-law, Francis Walker, of 
Dalry, who married his only daughter, Margaret, and took the sutname of 
Drummond. He succeeded, accordingly, to the baronetcy, and was father of 
the Baronet just deceased.

LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR W. CATOR, K.C.B. 

Sir William Cator, K.C.B., a Lieutenant-General in the Army, Colonel 
Commandant of the 15th Brigade R.A., who died on the 11th inst. , at his town 
house, 6, Eaton-place, was the con of Joseph Cator, Eeq., of Beckenham, an 
eminent London merchant. He was born in 1785, and was educated at 
Westminster School, and at the Military Academy, Woolwich. He entered the 
British service, as Second Lieutenant in the Rojal Artillery, in May, 1803. 
He was in the campaign of Walcheren and at the Siege of Flushing ; he was 
also in the Peninsula and South of France, from the end of 1809 to the ter- 
mination of the war, in 1814, including the defence of Cadiz, Lines at Torres 
Vedras, Santarem, the Battle of Barorsa, where he was wounded; the 
affair at Osma, the Battle of Vittoria, the affair at Tolom, the r 
of Bidassoa, and the attack of Bidassoa by the French. e@ also 
took part in the Battles of Nivelle and Nive, and in the four - days’ 
engagement in front of Bayonne. He was made a C.B. in 1855, and a K.0.B. 
in 1865. Cator became a Captain in 1809, a Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in 
1830, a Colonel in 1846, a Major-General in 1854, and a Lieutenant-General, 
Sept. 25, 1859. He was made Colonel Commandant of the 1‘th Brigade, 
Royal Artillery, in 1860. Sir William married, March 30, 1815, Penelope 
Anne, only daughter of Sir Jobn Farnaby, fourth Baronet of Kippington, 
Kent ; and by ber (who died in 1838) leaves issue, of whom the eldest son 
is the present Lieutenant-Colonel John Farnaby Lennard, of Wickham 
Court, Kent.

the teeth, &c, After explaining the meaning of the terms “ high” and “low” 
as lied to human Gganiestion, and pointing out the reasona on which they 
are , the professor examined the hypothesis which supposes the lowest 
races of men to bea link between the higher and the anthropomorphous apes ; 
and he asserted that such an opinion could be held only by mere sciolists in 
anatomy. He then drew an outline of the human figure, comprehending ex- 
gerations of the marks of degradation in the lower races, and stated that 
this hypothetical representation of the lowest form of humanity was as widely 
ted from the bighest ape as we are. In conclusion, Professor Huxley 
explained the tabular classification of the races of men invented by Bory 8t. 
Vincent, and based on variations of the hair, the skull, and the complexion ; 
and he then gave reasons for his own division of mankind into four extremely 
distinct types—the Australian, Negroid, Mongoloid, and Xanthochroid 
(European, &c.). 


Professor Ansted, at the evening meeting on Friday, the 11th 
inst., gave a discourse “‘on the Mud Volcanoes of the Crimea,” and the 
relation of theee and similar phenomena to deposits of petroleum. He described 
the progress of one of these voleanoes near Mount Etna, in Sicily, which he 
witnessed in January last. It began with the outburst of a strong jet of hot 
muddy water and gases through a crevice in the lava, followed by other jets in 
the course of a few days. Much carbonic acid gas issued with the water. 
When the fluid had been exposed to the air and evaporation, it left a tenacious 
paste, containing much petroleum, which gradually accumulated and formed 
acone. Professor Ansted then, at some length, described the large and 

mud vol in the Crimea, a'l lying witbin a belt of country 
nearly parallel with the axis of the Caucasus, and noticed those which are 
found in other countries. He next referred to the frequent occurrence of 
petroleum, naphtha, and hydro-carbons in the vicinity of mud volcanoes, as 
well as lignites, coal, and other deposits of vegetable or animal organic matter. 
He said that if broad lines or belts were drawn on the earth to include the 
various points at which mud volcanoes are known to erupt—those where active 
or extinct volcanoes, cones, craters, or surface lavas are observable—those 
which yield naphtha or petroleum in a fluid state or solid bitumen— those which 
have undergone recent and systematic elevation on a large scale—and those re- 
markable for evidences of recent chemical change— these would, in the main, 
present so much mutual relation as to show that all are connected, and that 
the various phenomena must be produced by some one over-ruling cause. This 
great agent Professor Ansted considers to be water in the form of steam. In 
conclusion, he expressed his opinion that the existence of mineral oi] in 
available quantities may be determined by examining the previous accumula- 
tion of organic deposits and the metamorphoses of these on lines of volcanic 
action. The study of the special conditions of oil- bearing districts is therefore 
very important and also yery suggestive to the geologist. Colonel Philip J. 
Yorke, P.R.S., was in the chair. 


Professor Huxley, in his fourth lecture on Ethnology, given 
on Saturday last, considered the geographical distribution of the different 
types of the persistent modifications of the human race, referring to a large 
map. He examined Blumenbach’s designations of five stocks (Caucasian, 
Mongolian, Ethiopian or negro, Malay, and American) and his doctrine that 
they were derived from one primitive stock, modified by the influences of 
climate and other causes ; and then considered Agassiz’s theory, that the dis- 
tribution of the races of men corresponds with that of animals. In regard to 
the distribution of man in time, he adverted to the slight evidence obtained 
from history, and stated that the oldest records give us no right to snp- 
pose that the distribution of mankind was then other than it is now; and 
archeology affords no grounds for believing that stocks different to the 
present were in existence. In coming to this conclusion, Professor Huxley 
adverted to the paintings in the Pyramids and the ancient remains of flint 
and other implements of human manufacture discovered in Denmark, France, 
and in our own country ; and he remarked that the date of theee remains is 
extremely modern when compared with the vast extent of geological time. 
In regard to the question whether the different stocks of mankind were species 
or races, he asserted that the evidence of the anatomical unity of mankind is 
exceedingly strong, and that the differences of the types are not so great as 
those of the different breeds of animals (e.g. pigeons) known to have been 
produced from one stock by natural selection, 


Professor Ansted’s second lecture on the Application of 
Physical Geography to the Fine Arts was given on Tuesday last, the subject 
being water in its various forms, He began with remarks on invisible 
aqueous vapour and its effect upon the atmosphere ; and then considered, at 
some length, the visible aqueous vapour as manifested in the varieties of 
clouds, their altitudes, their changes of form and arrangement, their colours 
and tints, and the beautiful effects to which they give rise in sunrise, &c. He 
then adverted to water in the liquid state, commenting on its varied colours, 
as seen in the blue to at Capri, the deep blue Rhone, the greenish Rhine, 
the bright blue Mediterranean, &c., and commented on the beautifully varied 
effects which water produces in natural scenery, and the inexplicable charm 
even in the small waterfall too limited in amount tobe grand. The Professor 
illustrated his remarks from time to time by referring to a series of land- 
scapes by Turner, Wm. Hunt, Palmer, Holland, and other ertists, pointing 
out the great skill and accuracy with which they had represented such 
difficult objects as clouds and other aerial phenomena, 


At the evening meeting on Friday next Mr. Alexander Herschel 
will give a discourse ‘‘ On the Shooting Stars of 1865-6, and on the Probability 
of the Theory of their being of Cosmical Origin.” 





THE POST OFFICE. 


THE Postmast-r-General has issued his twelfth annual report on the admi- 
nistration, operation, and results of the great public department over which 
he presides. The present report, which, with its appendices, fills a bluebook 
of sixty pages, concerns the year 1865. The following are selected from the 
statistics, which are very voluminous and interesting :— 

There were in 1865 in the whole of England and Wales 3,934,703 inhabited 
houses, which was 40,712 more than in the previous year. In Scotland the 
number was 402,692, an increase of 2229. In Ireland there were 968,831, a 
decrease of 5188. There was also a simultaneous diminution of population in 
Ireland of 30,226. In the whole United Kingdom there were 5,306,226 
inhabited houses and 29,710,077 inhabitants in 1865. 

These people received during the year 720,467,007 letters, or each person 24. 
The proportion in 1864 was 23 toeach. This was the average for the whole 
kingdom : it differed in each division. In England and Wales 597,277,616 
letters were delivered, an increase of 6°59 per cent, an average of 28 to each 
person. In Scotland, 67,048,891 letters; increase, 4°33 
person. Ireland, 56,140,500 ; increase, 3°005 per cent ; —. 

During 1865 to each inhabited house in England and Wales 151 letters were 
delivered ; to each in Scotland, 166; to each in Lreland, 58. These deliveries 
were exclusive of book packets, newspapers, and kets by the pattern -post. 

There were 43,569,955 free n delivered in the year, besides 
53,682,811 book packets, including chargeable newspapers. 

The groes total of articles conveyed by the post in 1865—letters, books, 
newspapers, samples, and patterns —was 818,990,000, 

There were 542,000 valentines; nearly one fourth of the whole number 
of those posted in don were posted in the western district ; and there were 
more than twice as many sent from London to the country as from the 
country to r 

Upwards of 12,000 letters were posted in England and Wales without any 
address, and of these 298 contained cash, notes, bills, and cheques, to the 
amount in all of £3700, 

Money orders were paid to the amount of £18,149,550. 

There were 611,819 depositors in the Post Office Savings Banks, and they 
held £6,526,400. The Postmaster says of this system that it “ has been found 
to work well in each and all of its parts, and to admit of any expansion of 
business, no matter how great or how sudden that expansion of business 
may be.” 

Amongst the articles sent through the book post during the year were 9 
ladies’ jackets, 563 shirts, 471 mens of carpets, 2 candles, 4 weighing- 
machines, 93 boots and shoes, 1 mousetrap, 2 shoemakers’ lasts, 250 Pharoah’s 
serpents, 28 Atlantic cable, 6 felt hats, 7 door-handiles, 3 fishing-tackle, 13 
samples of grease, 1 opera-glass,
